Boos Case From Gasconade County 
| — Vigorous Expressions From 
My Appellate Judges—Breit- 
4 enstein and Other

“Separation and absence, however pro- 
longed, either consented to by the party 
seeking the divorce or connived at by him, 
does not constitute desertion.”’ 

Such was the ruling of the St. Louls 
Court of Appeals Tuesday in the divorce 
case of Joseph Boos against Julia Boos. 

The case was appealed from Gasconade 
County. . The divorce was granted there. 

' The court of appeals reversed the decision. 

The petition charged the defendant with 


desertion. It recited that she had _ ex- 
ressed to the plaintiff a desire to visit 

er relatives in Pendleton, Ore. On July 4, 
1899, he took her to a steamboat landing, 
where she boarded a boat for St. Louis. 
From this city she went on to Oregon. 

Just a year and ten days later, the petition 
esking a divorce on the charge of deser- 
tion was filed. 

he opinion of the Court of Appeals calls 
attention to letters Mrs. Boos wrote to her 
husband after she went away. They were 
tender and gave no indication of an inten- 
tion on her part not to return. 

In one of them, the opinion says, she de- 
clared that the only divorce for her would 
be death. In the same letter, she wondered 
whether her husband had any intention to 
marry again. 

This letter, the opinion declares, indicates 
that Mr. Boos had written his wife, threat- 
ening to sue her for divorce. 

The opinion further states that the evi- 
dence before the Circuit Court tended to 
show that the only reason why the defend- 
ant stayed away so long was that she could 
mot get money enough for her return trip. 


Petition Was 
Too Promptly Filed. 
In closing, it says that the petition was all 
| too promptly filed when the statutory year 
expired as though the plaintiff had been 


waiting for the opportune moment. On 
these grounds, the decision of the lower 
court, granting thea divcagc, was reversed. 

In the case of the Staie against Conrad 
Breitenstein, convicted in the court of 
criminal correction of perjury, the court of 
appeals affirms the decision of the lower 
court.

weer Myerson for central committee-

A warrant Was issued for Breitenstein 
and his conviction followed. The court of 
appeals holds that there was plenty of evi- 
dence to prove Breitenstein guilty of forg- 
ery, and furthermore declares that there 
is nothing to prevent affidavits of the kind 
in question being used as evidence in a con- 
test. Breitenstein had filed a demurrer 
contending that the affidavit was not 
made in a proceeding where such docu- 
ments might be used.

FIRE PROVED A 
SIRL'S HEROISM 


Grace White Saved Many 
Lives From Wells Mansion. 


IS BUT 14 YEARS ' OLD 


THROUGH FLAMES TO

The fire destroyed 
mansion, Wellston, 
morning, proved the heroism of Miss Grace 
White, 14 years old, who, unassisted, car- 
ried her little sister and niece through the 


'flames, which enwrapped the building to a 


place of safety. 

Disregarding the peril which threatened 
her. she once again dashed into the fiercely 
burning structure, ran through the blazing 
corridors of the stately old mansion, and 
awakened her brother-in-law and his wife, 
who were asleep on the second floor with 


their 3-months-old baby. 

By this time, the flames were so hot that 
all in the building were compelled to wrap 
blankets about their heads to save them- 
selves from being overcome. 

The large building and the contents were 
a total loss. Neither a piece of furniture 
nor a plece of clothing was saved. The 
loss on the house and furnishings will 
amount, it is estimated, to about $20,000. It 
was insured for $9000. 

The building that was destroyed was the 
mansion that was purchased in 1868 by the 
late Krastus Wells, father of Mayor Roila 
Wells. It was originaliy the old Kienlen 
residence, and was built about 100 years 
ago. When Mr. Wells acquired it, he re- 
modeled it entirely, and converted it into 
a magnificent mansion of 32 rooms, erected 
many out-buildings and surrounded it by a 
beautiful park. The boyhood days of Mayor 
Wells were pussed there, and his mother 
died there in 1877. His father lived there 
until his death in 1593. 

For the last five years the mansion has 
been occupied by Charlies J. Hogan as a

and Mr. Hogan was preparing to open for 
the season on May l. 

Painters and decorators had finished the 
interior last week and the painters were 
putting their paraphernalia in place pre- 
paratory to painting the exterior.

When she burst 
open the door, Mr. Ofenstein was yet 
asleep. He was aroused and, seizing his 
baby his arms, he wrapped it in a 
He directed his wife and Miss 
White to place blankets about themselves. 

They made their exit from the flames 
barely in time to escape the falling walls.

Within 16 minutes from the time the fire 
was discovered the old mansion was in 
ruins.

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PROFIT IN SMOKE ABATEMENT. 


The probable profit in smoke abatement can best be calcu- 
lated by approximating the loss from imperfect combustion of 
fuel. 

A recent report of the Smoke Abatement Society of England 
states that the yearly loss in London from imperfect methods 
of coal combustion is not less than $60,000,000. This is made 
up of lost heat, which represents power, and today power is 
money; also lost by-products, and damage to property. The 
yearly damage to paint, decoration, furniture, etc., is put at 
$15,000,000. 

It will be seen from these figures that the annual loss in St. 
Louis must be enormous, because thisisa manufacturing city, 
many of the factories in which exceed in size anything that 
London can.show. In proportion to area and population, our 
smoke cloud is as bad as that of London, while we have nu- 
merous black or yellow fogs during the winter which rival 
those of London for density and dirtiness. 

If smoke consumption will pay, as the facts and figures 
show, there can be little doubt of its winning the day in St. 
Louts. Enterprising citizens will be as well satisfied to make 
money in this way as in any other.

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GOOD ADVICE. 


“Never be dull and prosy in the class room,” says Charles R.

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A MENACE TO HEALTH. 


In his interview with the Post-Dispatch Health Commis- 
sioner Starkloff expressed the opinion that the garbage is re- 
duced in a fairly satisfactory manner under the present con- 
tract, and that it would not be practicable to attempt reduc- 
tion by a municipal! plant until the expiration of the garbage 
collection contract in 1908. He thought it hopeless for,the city 
to attempt to force better service from he contractor’ for the 
following reason. . 

“The moment the city insists upon a strict construc- 
tion of the garbage hauling contract, Mr. Butler can 
also insist upon a strict construction, and the result 
will be that not more than 10 per cent of the gar- 
bage will be hauled away.”’ 

In explanation of this statement Dr. Starkloff said that citi- 
zens do not comply with the ordinance providing that re- 
ceptacles of a certain character shall be located in a certain 
place and shall be free from any matter not classed as gar- 
bage. Dr. Starkloff estimates that not 10 per cent of the 
householders supply the kind of receptacle specified in the 
ordinance, and that not more than 4% per cent place it in the 
right place. 

The Health Commissioner says that the complaints number 
not more than 10€ a month. 

But he ought to know that many citizens have ceased to 
complain and have given up all efforts to have their garbage 
collected. 

Dr. Starkloff practically admits, in his interview, that the 
ordinance upon which the garbage collection is based is not 
enforced, and cannot be enforced; that the contract is, there- 
fore, non-enforceable on the part of the city. He admits that 
the city has entered into a cgntract imposing upon it an im- 
possible condition which leaves it at the mercy of the garbage 
collection contractor. 

Citizens found after the receptacle ordinance was passed 
that the receptacle which met the specifications was sold by 
the owner of a !arge interest in the contract. The receptacle 
is costly, and it is difficult to keep it in place on a public 
street or alley. It is difficult to keep it at all. 

So, under the contract, the contractor is free to cpllect what 
garbage he may choose to collect. He cannot be forced to col- 
lect more than 4% per cent. 

What becomes of the garbage that the collector does not 
choose to collect? Citizens know that most of it is thrown on 
streets, alleys and vacant lots. The ocular proof the year 
round is reinforced by odorous evidence in the summer. It 
smells to heaven and is a menace to health. 

Under these conditions how can the garbage and collection 
contracts be pronounced satisfactory, or even approximately 
so? The city is the victim of a bad bargain. It must submit 
to the profit and pleasure of the garbage contractor. Its sani- 
tation depends upon his will. 

Dr. Starkloff’s interview proves the necessity for a thorough 
investigation and a careful study of the situation with a view 
to betterment. The city cannot afford to eonfess tmpotence in 
a matter of such great importance. The health and comfort 
of the public must be assured.

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EFTY BURKE was once clubbed by a 
H policeman named McCluire, who ex- 
cused the clubbing to his Honor by 
swearing that Hefty had been drunk and 
disorderly, which was not true.

Mr. Carstairs was an artist who had made 
his first great success by painting figures 
and landscapes in Brittany.

One 
was a knight in full armor, and the other 
was a Moor, and the third was the figure 
of a woman.

to his family in order to get money with 
which to play baccarat. arstairs was at 
the sale and paid a large price for the sult 
of armor which the Marquis de Neuvitle 
had worn, and set it up In a corner of his 
studio. It was in eight or a dozen pieces, 
and quite heavy, but was wonderfully 
carved and inlaid with silver, and there 
were dents on it that showed where a 
Saracen’s scimetar had been dulled. Mr. 
Carstairs had paid so much for it that he 
thought he ought to make a better use of 
it, if possible, than simply to keep it dusted 
and show it off to his friends. Se he began 
this historical picture, and engaged Hefty 
Burke to pose as the knight and wear the 
armor. Hefty's features were not exactly 
the sort of features you would imagine a 
Marquis de Neuville would have; but ae his 
visor was down in the picture, it did not 
make much material difference; and 
as his figure was su 
swered very well.
